George Lauder Carnegie) arrived 
safe and that you will go home to- 
gether. Have sent a short note to the 
Journal. H. K. T." 


,The fugitive had apparently intend- 
ed sending the foregoing by telegraph 
as a night letter for it was so marked 
He changed his mind, however, gave 
it to some one to mail for him Who- 
ever did this addressed it in ink in a 
scrawley unlettered hand. In giving 
out the letter Mrs. Thaw explained 
that it was her son's handwriting and 
she knew it had come from him. She 
added that she did not know where 
he was today or just when he would 
go to Cresson.

Wisconsin 
and 
Pennsylvania 
arc 


two states which are receiving much 
attention just at present by medical 
men and scientists throughout the 
civilized world, owing to the passage 
of the so-called "Eugenic Marriage 
Laws." 
Even an archbishop of the 


Catholic church saw fit to deplore the 
necessity for such laws, at a recent 
meeting of church dignitaries.

gathering -of medical men in London 
the question of such marriage laws 
was discussed and how comes a dis- 
patch from Denver throwing a new 
light on the subject under discussion. 
According to the dispatches if such a 
law as that recently passed in Wis- 
consin -'forbidding • the • marriage of 
diseased persons and compelling the 
sterilization of defectives had always 
been enforced, three-fourths of 
the 


world's greatest geniuses would never 
have been born. . 


This was the opinion expressed by 


Dr. Paul S. Hunter, secretary of the 
Colorado state board of health, as an 
answer to the statement of Surgeon 
General Blue in which the surgeon 
declared that this country must stem 
the 
propagation 
of defectives 
and 


that the Wisconsin law is the correct 
answer. 
Dr. Hunter declares 
that 


love will laugh at laws just as he has 
laughed at locksmiths. 
Dr. Hunter's 


statement: 


"Theoretically I am heartily in fa- 


vor of prohibiting the marriage of all 
men and women who can not show a 
clean bill of health, but it does not 
work out in practice," said Dr; Hun- 
ter.

forth puny children; the most moral 
produce immoral offspring.

As one who supplies their daily fam- 


ily food a wife and mother should be 
a dietitian and in meeting the various 
expenses she must use the financial 
ability of a business man. 


Economy does not mean doing with- 
out things that are essential to health 
and happiness. 
Fo ods should be se- 
lected that are nourishing rather than 
those Having a low food value, but 
which are more pleasing to the palate. 
To consider the 
cost, the 
personal 
taste; the seasons 
and the nutritive 


value of each week's 
menu 
is 
to 
eliminate a great deal of unnecessary 
expense. 
In many homes the items 


of meat is often much larger than any 
other, through the ignorance of the 
housekeeper. 
From chuck ribs of beef one can learn 
to serve really delicious pot-roasts; 
meat from this section of the beef re- 
quires very slow cooking. 
For soups 
always use the shin, as the hone con- 
tains finer marrow than the fore-quar- 
ter, 
and the meat is much better in 
flavor. The meat from the shin-bone 
can afterward be used for hash, as 
it gains flavor from the soup vege- 
tables a,nd is full of nourishing quali- 
ties. Pieces of meat from the neck 
may be used for hamburg steak and 
meat pies. By learning all the differ- 
ent cuts of meat a woman acquires 
invaluable knowledge for the b^sis of 
economy in her home.

PEOPLE ARE BLAMED 


Expresses Desire to Have Wisconsin 


University Connected With a Re- 


ligious Institution in Near 


Future. 


"Christianity 
is 
studied 
in two 
ways," declared Rev. E. W. Blake- 
man, student pastor of the Wiscon- 
sin university, in his address at the 
Methodist church .yesterday morning. 
"In one sense of the word, it is a 
permanent 
program 
for 
the 
indi- 
vidual, while on the other hand, it is 
a changing program for society.' 
"Let us compare society to a blade 


of grass as for instance, there is a 
cross-section to the blade of grass, 
as well as the perpendicular section 
The perpendicular 
section 
denotes 
the individual and that character be- 
longing to the individual. In society 
you will note quite 
the 
opposite 
Study the blade of grass, in these 
two different lights, and 
a 
study 
which you never quite dreamed of be 
fore, 
confronts 
you 
in your 
own 
astonishment. 
You may look at the 
inner life of the individual, and find 
him a man of good character, and a 
man of wisdom. 
But take him in so 
ciety, and the fact is, that you fail to 
see him as he really is. 
! 
"Jesus found man a thtnking and 
willing person, and out of these qual- 
ities came his love for things. 
Fol- 
lowing his love, due to his thinking 
powers, and his wiling powers, comes 
his acting. 
This fact has been ar- 
rived at by everybody, hut is not prac- 
ticed by everybody. 
"As a whole, the 
people oE the 
world have not as yet united. We 
feel the evolution of things about us, 
and the relationship between one in- 


stitution and another, but we do not 
grasp the cross-section ot" this idea. 
It is a sad fact to relate, but I 
must tell you of it, even though it 
may not sound real. This nation, the 
United States, is the only nation in 
the world, which has been so ven- 
turesome as to 
give an education 
throughout our schools and colleges, 
without religion left out. 
This fact, 
alone, accounts for our being divided 
into these two classes, which I have 
mentioned before. 
"People, why has this change come 
about? 
Men have been the 
same, 
schools have been the same, philoso- 
phy has not changed, as you will re- 
member, it was Plato, who handed 
down some of 
the most rigid and 
most stable philosophy which 
has 
stood up to the present time without 
an error. The answer to this change, 
is a fact, and not a theory. 
In the 
first half of.the 19th century, there 
were nineteen out of the thirty pnysi- 
cal inventions and discoveries, and 
all this was. done without religion. 
Never before has such progress been 
uncovered. 
Industry, commerce, and 
all 
business 
institutions, 
better 
known as the corporations, have all 
combined so as to beat the public, 
and put the entire community under , 
one large haul. 
An example of this 
would better illustrate the situation. 
Let me refer to my grandfather, who 
used to cure his own meat. 
Compare 
that time, when everything was his 
own to the present day, with corpor- 
ations in the full swing. 
Suppose a 
piece ot meat which I would pur- 
chase from a local merchant, were 
not pure? What could I do? , Could 
I meet the head ot the concern face 
to face, 
and settle 
the matter at 
once? 
No, I would have to 
beat 
around the bush, and meet the strong 
corporation perhaps in court, with lit- 
tle chance to win my case. 
The re- 
sult of this change, or the reasons 
causing this radical change, are di- 
vided into the following four effects: 
"(1) Natural outgrowth of the nine- 
teen discoveries already mentioned, 
follow a run into the socialistic land. 
"(2) 
Rapid growing of inequality 


as accompanied by a decrease of fra- 
ternity. 
"(3) 
Vague belief in materialism. 


"(4) 
This change 
caused 
us to 
question the old truths as never he- 
fore. 
"The second effect is the most im 
portant, 
from 
the 
business 
stand 
point, because of the noted contrast 


which stands out. 
A business ma 
will go to work in (.he morning, a 
when his transactions are made; he 
is stern, and many times knows he is 
getting the best of his customer. On 
the other hand, this same business 
man, is a, regular church member, and 
is a leading factor in church duties, 
although his business and 
religion 
are not combined at all. He is doing 
two wrong things, instead of being 
square with his patrons. If a person 
should ask him why he did this, he 
would merely answer, 
'Business is 
business, and religion is religion.' 
"Ex-President Blliott of 
Harvard 
university, states, 'Without religion 
connected with a university or col- 
lege, the institution is only four-fifths 
there. 
The religion department con- 
stitutes one-fifth, and this one-Fifth is 
absolutely lost without this essential 
need, which the people overlook.' 
I 
believe Dr. Elliot is right. It is my 
desire to have a Methodist church 
erected at the Madison campus for 
the purpose oE entering religion more 
into the minds of the students. 
Our 
success last year at the university 
was 
remarkable, 
but 
we 
need 
a 
church, and I hope that within time, 
there shall be one there." 
"Let us compare the modern uni 
versity methods and courses of study 
to a pyramid, and where the pyramid 
reaches its apex, and ceases, there is 
the spot, where religion 
could 
anc 
should begin. 
The fault lies in the 


fact, that it is the people as a whole 
who have failed to see this necessity 
Every year, the citizens in the state 
of Wisconsin, are expending as ai 
appropriation, to the staie universitj 
at Madison, over five and one-hal 
millions of dollars. 
And 
with 
this 
huge sum. they have neglected the 
use of religion. . People, it is up tc 
you. whether or not you want to ex 
pencl this huge sum yearly, or not 
I am not here to implore of you, bu 
you should see now the necessity ot 
such an idea, whUrh would tend to en 
lighten our university, and make i 
better."

How We Got Our School Garden. 


For the past: two or 
three years 
1 
have been 
much interested 
in school 


gardening; 
especially 
so, 
since 
the 
Training School took up this work, and 
after learning what they did last year 
1 decided that:, if possible, I would this 
year have a real school gaixlen for my 
school. 
1 have succeeded thus far better than 
I had anticipated, although there have 
been many obstacles in the way. 
First of all, our garden plot, a part 
of the school-ground, was old, tough 
sod that had not. been broken for many 
years, and which 1 knew could not lie 
wurked up without a team and a pluw. 
How to accomplish 
this was 
what 


troubled me most, so [ made known 
to 
the children that: if. would 
make 
a 


school garden possible, and 
would be 
greatly 
appreciated 
if one 
of their 
fa! hers could spa.re time enough from 
bis already busy life to come ii'uel plow 
for us. 
I was pleased to receive 
a 
message from one ot the fathers, saying 
that if I would slake, out. my pint of 
ground he would come and plow it: as 
soon as he finished his own plowing, 


Llut how was I fo convert those sods 
into a suitable seed IKK! with only lines 
and rakes? Forat that time they remind- 
ed one of a volcanic eruption, or at 
least of the waves of a stormy sea. 
At 
last an idea occurred to me. 
1 was at 
that time driving to and from school 
and keeping the horse there all day. 
I 
proposed getliug a section 
of a drag 


and hitching my hoi-se -to it: 
two of 
my girls volunteered to .t'uruish Ihe drag. 
They brought II the next 
morning on 
the express wagon, a distance oi; three 
quarters of a. mile, and took it home 
the same way. 
Xext we attempted to hitch 
up but 


found that the tugs of my 
driving har- 


ni'ss were nt least a foot tno short.

soon

them will! some dis- 
carded wire which we I'oiinil iu a rub- 
bish pile. 
To he sure it broke often as 


it. was very rusty, but there was 
a 
quantity of "it, so we repaired us often 
and went. on.

The work was as new to the horse as it

mit that 1 felt rather limid after cross-

Just how I got there would lie Impossi- 
ble to descl'itie, running, leaping, jump- 
ing. 
Don't think tor a moment that we

merriment.

were convulsed witii laughter and well 
they might have been. 
I.lut after a few 
turns my path begun growing smoother 
and soon it was in fair shape for plant- 
ing.Xext I plotted it put. giving to each 
child a plot, live foot by eight with a 
path left: between the plots. 
One long 
row back of them and running the 
f u l l 


length of tile gardens was devoted to 
popcorn, to be popped 
in the 
school 
room on very stormy days next winter. 
Kach plot or 
gitrden was 
to contaiu 
three rows running Icngt liwisi;. 


f had previously written on slips the 
names of some flower, radish and 
one 


other kind of vegetable seed. 
I let 
the children draw these slips, and they 
planted in their garden what the slip 
called for. 
Von will notice that each 
slip called for radish. 
I bad several 
reasons for this. 
First, most children 


like them, and I noticed when we talked 
of having the garden, radish seemed to 
be the first thing-they thought of. 
Second, they inn lure quickly and each 


child can use something from his gar- 
den before school closes. Third, I bad 
each child plant; bis radishes in the 
middle row that they might be pulled 
iqi later, and thereby give Ihc other 
two rows more room. 
Our next difficulty 
occurred 
soon 


after thi! l i l l l e plants came up. 
For 


several mornings 
the 
tender 
shoots 
were nibbled till: dost; 
down 
to 
the 


ground. 
We had 
noticed 
numbers 
of 
gophers about the school ground, so at 
once accused them ot the damage. One 
of tlie little boys brought two steel traps 
and we caught. 
six of them, 
which 


thinned them out so that they made us 
no more trouble. 
Despite tin! wet, backward spring we 
were rewarded by having onions, lettuce, 
and radish ready for 
use 
before the 
close of the school year. 
We had some 


line radishes and more Minn we could 
possibly use for our picnic dinner ihe 
/list: day. June li. 
The mothers carried 
some of (hern home, as but few of them 
bad radishes ready for use at home. 
Our plans are to meet at the school 


grounds several times during the sum- 
mer to care for our gardens. 


Now I know 
that 
school 
gardens 


make work for a teacher, and 
some, 
things pertaining to them will seem al- 
most impossible, to acconiplisb. 
Yet, I 


feel after .having one that it pays. \Vn 
have already bad much pleasure and 
comfort, 
froin ours, and 
expect, much 


more this fall, especially from our 
Mow- 
ers 
which will be at their best at that 


time. 


I am sure the children gained much 
useful knowledge. 
f was surprised to 


find so many children raised on farms 
unable to reoogni/e our common garden 
plants as . they 
first 
appear 
a.bove 


ground, or to distinguish one kind of 
seed from another. 


Since closing my school I have made 


a. special 
I rip to JancKvillo to visit, the 
Training School. 
I was very cordially
